The Value 
Of Self Discipline 


(Excerpts from a speech by Councilman 
John Wilson) 


Today's theme is "Try self-discipline 
... It works!" and I am here as a liv¬ 
ing example that it does. 

...1 grew up on Maryland's Eastern 
Shore in a place called. Princess Anne. 
My mother died when I was in the first 
grade, so I was raised by my grandmoth¬ 
er. 

... I used to complain because my 
grandmother "stayed on" me. She always 
was telling me to do this, do that, 
don’t do this, don't do that... You 
know the type. She constantly nagged 
me about school because I didn't like 
school and didn't have good grades. So 
she was always on me about school. She 
always preached about being disciplined 
and studying. 

...I di&i' t listen to her. I just 
thought she was some old lady who didn't 
know what she was talking'about. 

Then, when T was sixteen, my grand¬ 
mother died. Suddenly, I missed that 
nagging old lady. Her death was ex¬ 
tremely difficult to deal with, espec¬ 
ially after having lost my mother. I 
just felt so alone. As we all do, I had 
taken it for granted that my grand¬ 
mother would always be there. 

...Fortunately, I was taken in by ’ 
my basketball coach and his wife. And 
I soon realized that my grandmother did 
know what she was talking about. 


...Although my new family was wonderful, 
they would not tolerate any foolishness 
as my grandmother did... I soon saw the 
value of being disciplined and studying. 
My grandmother had always said that "ed¬ 
ucation was the key to everything," and 
I soon learned that it was. I became 
an honor roll student while playing on 
the basketball 'and football teams. 

*..Because of my grandmother's teach¬ 
ings...! was able to continue on to 
college and become a leader in the 
civil rights movement. Because I am 
disciplined, I am able to be with you 
here today as a four term member of the 
city council. 

Self-discipline is the basis for 
success... It means going home and 
studying at night instead of watching 
"The A-Team." It means putting in the 
extra hours on your science project even 
if you hate science... It means not 
spending your lunch money for the week 
on Monday... and it means sitting 
through speeches like this one and not 
fidgetting or looking bored, even if 
you are.

"School and Community: United for 

Excellence" - by Jesslyn Ingram 
of Jefferson Jr. High. 

For years, continued efforts have 
been, put forth to improve the quality 
of education in our schools. None, 
however, have been as productive and as 
successful as the interaction between 
school and community. If the school and 
community stand in isolation, both suf¬ 
fer, but if the school and community 
relations are strong and effective, the 
education of the youths will be of the 
highest caliber. 

A few ways in which schools can go 
about opening themselves to their com¬ 
munities and encourage collaborative 
links are as follows: 

First, Recruiting Human Resources . 
Extensive opportunities should be made 
available for volunteers to give of their 
time and experience. Citizens are need¬ 
ed for clerical duties in the office and 
library, to serve as nurses’ assistants, 
to come into the classroom to teach 
about their special skills, to offer 
individual help, and to become confi¬ 
dants of youngsters.

Second, Public Relations . In‘this 
area, a strong parent/school organiza¬ 
tion is a "must." Organizations such 
as these should keep the community in¬ 
formed about the schools' needs and ac¬ 
tivities. AS people come to know the 
school, ignorant criticism diminishes. 
Instead of hiding school problems from 
the community the schools should turn 
the community into a resource to help 
solve problems. 

Third, Community Service . Not only 
must the community come into the school, 
but the school must also go into the 
community. The school can send musi¬ 
cal "ambassadors" into nursing homes 
and participate in bikeathons, walka- 
thons, or other activities for chari¬ 
table organizations. 

Fourth, Financial Resources . The 
schools need the financial resources of 
the community. Money is needed for 
athletics, awards in citizenship, schol¬ 
arship, and attendance, and special pro¬ 
grams in academics and performing arts. 

Fifth, Building an Identity . Finally, 
if citizens become activly involved in 
decision making, the community develops 
an identity by having a much stronger 
sense of ownership of its schools. A 
school’s identity is developed through 
strong social organizations such as 
alumni associations. Nothing generates 
more motivation than for a student to 
hear someone say with enthusiasm, 

"That's my school. 1 " 

These five examples are enough for us 
to see that the schools cannot do the 
full job of educating its students 
alone. Educational activities should 
be designed to occur within the context 
of the community, as well as within the 
formal settings of the school. In 
other words, we are in need of "edu¬ 
cative communities." 

I conclude with this simple message 
from Jefferson Jr. High School to the 
Southwest community: "We want to know 
you, and we want you to know us. Let's 
unite for excellence in education."

Elections for the Southwest Neigh¬ 
borhood Assembly will be held on Fri¬ 
day, March 27 from 5 pm till 7 pm and 
Saturday, Match 28 from 10 am till 
6 pm at the Waterside Mall, 4th and 
M St.SW, in the vestibule of the Safe¬ 
way store. 

Four officers and eleven district 
representatives from the four dis¬ 
tricts will be elected for a one-year 
term. Anyone 18 years old or over re¬ 
siding in the area of Southwest north 
of the Anacistia River will be eligible 
to seek office and to vote at the elec¬ 
tion. Four officers will be voted on 
at large. District representatives 
will be voted on by residents of their 
district. 

In the election for any office in 
which no candidate receives a plurality 
of the votes cast, there shall be an 
immediate run-off election between the 
two candidates with the highest vote 
totals.

Negotiations^ are continuing be¬ 
tween the developers and the Dis¬ 
trict government over the vacant 
land at 12th St. and Maine Ave. S.W. 
known as the Portal Site. The fol¬ 
lowing is an excerpt from the annual 
report of the D.C. Department of 
Housing and Community Development: 

In September 1985, the Board 
authorized negotiation of an Exclu¬ 
sive Right Agreement with Portal 
Development Associates for prepa¬ 
ration of a development proposal 
for the Southwest Portal Site. In 
January 1986, the Exclusive Right 
Agreement was executed. During 
the remainder of 1986, District of 
Columbia departments carried out 
technical studies related to develop¬ 
ment issues in connection with this 
large proposed mixed use develop¬ 
ment at this strategic gateway site 
to the District. It is expected that 
negotiations with Portal Develop¬ 
ment Associates will continue into 
1987. It should be noted that the 
Board’s selection provided that, in 
the event that negotiations with 
Portal Development Associates 
were unsuccessful, negotations 
would start with the second select¬ 
ed development team without re¬ 
offering the site.

The tentative agenda for the 
March 5 meeting of the National Cap¬ 
ital Planning Commission includes 
adoption of an urban renewal plan 
modification for the Portal Site, 
but Lawrence S. Press, chief of a 
planning division within DHCD expres¬ 
sed doubt that negotiations will be 
complete in time. The same item was 
withdrawn from the agenda of the 
February meeting of -NCPC. 

The brochure for the devloper’s 
proposal included a 600 room hotel, 
four office buildings, specialty 
retail shops and fine restaurants, a 
community, health and recreation 
center including meeting rooms, day 
care facilities, a stage and health 
club/recreation center, 1,185 under¬ 
ground parking spaces. It would pro¬ 
vide 9,500 permanent new.jobs (with 
more than 40% expected to be District 
residents), a training program to 
identify and provide training to the 
available labor pool, primarily in 
the SW/SE community and.among public¬ 
housing residents, and cultural pro¬ 
grams - performances by.local arts 
groups. 

ANC 2-D has asked the city to in¬ 
clude in the development contracts 
community space, payments to the com¬ 
munity, and penalties for unsatisfac¬ 
tory performance of social plans and 
objectives. 

After approval by NCPC in a public 
meeting, a change in the S.W. Urban 
Renewal Plan would be taken up by the 
D.C. Council at public hearings and 
adoption voted on by the Council.

The 12th and M St. S.E. site for a new 
Metrobus garage has been favored by 
the National Capital Planning Commission, 
the federal agency which monitors planning 
and construction affecting the federal 
interest in the Washington metropolitan 
area. 

This site is owned by Washington Gas 
Light and is north of a 200 foot strip 
of Federal parkland along the Anacostia 
River. The Commission recommends 
that the new construction be landscaped 
to screen it from the SE Expressway 


and Eleventh St. Bridge approaches. 
Parking for 250 employees would be 
on public land under the freeway, now 
used by Navy Yard employees. A new 
parking ramp is being built in the Navy 
Yard.

Two billion dollars of federal 
construction in the Washington area 
over the next five years will be on the 
agenda of the National Capital Planning 
Commission at its July 2 meeting. 

Ft. McNair, the Navy Yard, the S.E. 
Federal Center, and marinas on Buzzard's 
Point are included in the 1988-1992 Federal 
Capital Improvements plans. 

At Ft. McNair $33,000,000 will be 
spent for design and construction of 
a new administrative and library facility 
for the National Defense University 
in Fiscal Year 1988. In 1991 the gymnasium 
will be converted to a chapel fro $1.5 
million« Officer family housing will be 
made out of an empty building for $2 
million. 

At the Navy Yard $20 million will 
be used in FY 88 to convert Buildings 
36 and 157 to office space. At the Naval 
Station Anacostia $5 million will be 
spent in FY 88 to build avehicle 
maintenance and repair garage. 

At the Southeast Federal Center on 
M St. S.E. next to the Navy Yard the 
General Service Administration's plans 
to spend $85 million to renovate two 
buildings in FY 90 and FY9I have been 
deleted. 

The Southeast Federal Center is 60 
acres of government owned land and 
is next to the Green Line's Navy Yard 
Station. 

On the Anacostia River the National 
Park Service plans to spend $3.8 million 
to rehabilitate the Ft. McNair and Buzzard 
Point Marinas in FY 1990.

THE SOUTHWESTER 


Greenleaf Gardens 
Due For Renovation 

Greenleaf Gardens townhouses north 
of M St. S.W. and the apartments at 
203 N St. S.W. moved a step closer to 
a long-promised modernization, as the 
U.S. House voted for the D.C. 
Appropriations bill recently. 

(Even though D.C.'s budget is 8096 
local tax money and only 2096 federal 
funds, budgets approved by the Mayor 
and Council can be changed by Congress, 
under the 1973 D.C. Home Rule Act). 

Mayor Barry and the D.C. Council 
had adopted a $14,500,000 budget item 
to be financed by D.C. general obligation 
bonds, with this explanation: 

"..Electrical and plumbing systems 
are inadequate. 

..Many of the bathroom and kitchen 
fittings and equipment are unserviceable. 

..Walls require replastering or replacing. 

..Sidewalks, parking areas and walkways 
are in need of repaving. ..The heating 
systems are obsolete and must be 
replaced." 

The budget states: 

"There will be no permanent replacement 
of people or businesses. However, the 
project will involve temporary relocation. 
SRelocation units will be made available 
through the department's Private Unit 
Leasing Program." 

Most of the construction payments 
will be made in 1990 and 1991

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A $164 million building to consolidate 
the offices of the Environmental 
Protection Agency out of three leased 
spaces into a government-owned building 
is under consideration-in Congress. 

U.S. Senator Robert Stafford of Vermont, 
who has introduced S.1425 to authorize 
a new building, stated in the Congressional 
Record: 

"The Environmental Protection Agency 
at present is located in three places, 
but the majority of its personnel is housed 
in leased space at 40] M Street, SW. The 
lease on this space expires in 1992, and 
it is important to begin planning now 
if the Government is to have any 
alternatives to simply renewing the lease 
on this building. 

"...it is estimated that a building the 
size proposed in this legislation would 
cost around $164 million, plus design 
cost and site acquisition costs - if the 
site selected is not Government owned. 
This is not a small expense, but compare 
it to the cost of leasing. Given a leasing 
rate of $30 per square foot, a 30-year 
lease of the building would cost $1.3 
billion..." 


"The Agency, created in 1970, has 
grown rapidly to become an integral 
part of our Government. In the interest 
of economy, as well as for other reasons, 
it is a longstanding policy of the 
authorizing committee (Public Works 
committees of the House and Senate) 
that the headquarters of permanent 
agencies of Government should be housed 
in Government-owned space." 

S. 1425 reads in part: 

"That there is hereby authorized to 
be appropriated to the General Services 
Administration ...funds necessary for 
the design and construction of a federally 
owned building to house the Environmental 
Protection Agency, which shall not exceed 
1,400,000 occupiable square feet on 
a site to be determined within the 
boundaries of the District of Columbia." 

S. 1425 has been approved by the Senate 
Committee on Environment and Public 
Works, but has not come to the Senate 
floor. It is cosponsored by Senator 
Stafford, Senator David Durenburger 
of Minnesota and Senator Patrick Moynihan 
of New York.

The S.W. Assembly beverage booth has 
usually donated its proceeds to the S.W.

Pension Funds Watch 
Market Nervously 

Active and retired members of the 
D.C. Retirement Funds for fire fighters, 
police, teachers and court personnel 
are watching nervously as their billion 
dollar investment fund is buffetted by 
the drop in the stock markets. 

Investments by the Retirement Board 
have been 5096 equity (stocks - including 
596 international equities and 596 venture 
capital) according to the most recent 
annual report of the Board for FY86. 

The report * explains the international 
investments with this comment: 

"In summary, the diversification of 
equity portfolios across national boundaries 
can improve returns while at the same 
time reduce risk. This risk reduction 
is primarily predicated upon the fact 
that foreign markets behave differently 
from the U.S. markets." 

Initiative 28 To Cost 
$12 Million, 

Say Opponents 

District of Columbia consumers can 
expect to pay an additional 12 to 15 
million dollars annually in higher prices 
and administrative costs if a mandatory 
deposit proposal. Initiative 28, is enacted, 
according to a new economic impact 
study commissioned by "Clean Capital 
City Committee." 

The study was conducted by noted 
author, consultant and Howard University 
Professor in the School of Business and 
Public Administration, Dr. Leneal J. 
Henderson with the assistance of Dr. 
William Barbee, Professor of Finance 
in the school of Business and Public 
Administration at Howard University. 

The study also shows that business 
lost to neighboring communities as a 
direct result of the deposit law would 
result in $10 million in lost tax revenues 
annually for the District.

Two Plans 

For Buzzards Point 

by Gottlieb Simon 

A group of developers (called Riverside 
Associates), including Southwest residents 
Ron Britt and Walter Lewis want to 
put up a large mixed use development 
at 2nd and Q Streets, S.W. 

PEPCO, which owns a major chunk 
of the land South of Q St. S.W., is 
organizing a group of landowners in the 
area. They too are considering a mixed-use 
development. 

The Riverside Associates land, next 
to Ft. McNair, was owned by the Federal 
Government and therefore was unzoned. 
Before it can be used for anything, it 
must be zoned with the approval of the 
Zoning Commission. Riverside Associates 
are asking for special zoning (Planned 
Unit Development) to build 1.2 million 
square feet of offices and 1,000 housing 
units. 

Before commenting to the Zoning 
Commission, ANC 2D wants to get the 
views of area residents. Issues will be: 

Is the proposed development the right 

size and configuration for its location 

What impact will it have on the current 
residents of the area? Many already 
complain of communter traffic to Buzzard 
Point. 

What of the timing of the development 
and its relation to the rest of the Buzzard 
Point area. What effect will separate 
developments have? 

Meanwhilel, the city's planning office 
which had scheduled completion of a 
planning study of the Buzzard Point 
area for summer, is running behind 
schedule. They have notified the ANC 
that the study won't be ready for 6 - 
9 months. As a result Planning Director 
Fred Green writes that a December 
Zoning Commission hearing on the 
Riverside Associates plann (called "Capital 
Point") is likely to "be moved to the

Political activity by Federal and District 
of Columbia employeees will be permitted 
under a Hatch Act reform bill that has 
broad Democratic and Republican support 
in the U.S. House. 

A copy of the committee report 
explaining the changes in the law can 
be ordered by phone (225-3456) from 
the House Document Room in the. Capitol 
Building. 

The bill, H.R. 3400, would still have 
a prohibition against on-the-job political 
activity and against official coercion. 
Federal employees would still not be 
able to give a political contribution to 
a superior or solicit in a Government 
building or from a person seeking a 
government contract. 

The House Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee which approved the bill by 
a vote of 22 to 0, says it agrees with 

President Reagan's statement at the 
Constitution bicentennial celebration:

Government approval is needed for 
a new seaplane base to land airplanes 
with floats in the channel between Ft. 
McNair and East Potomac Park (Hains 
Point) and to taxi up to a dock at 
Gangplank Marina at 6th and Water St. 
S.W. 

Washington Channel Limited-Gangplank 
has applied to the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) regional office 
in New York for the seaplane base. The 
FAA replied that it would not conflict 
with existing traffic patterns or airspace 
structures, but that several conditions 
would have to be met. 

All landings and takeoffs would have 
to be during Visual Flight Rules (VFR) 
weatheri Pilots would have to be in radio 
contact with the control tower at National 
Airport. The FAA would have to have 
copies of documents approving the 
operation from the U.S. Coast Guard, 
Corps of Engineers and the District of 
Columbia government 
NOISE ABATEMENT 

The problem of noise when seaplanes 
take off will no doubt need consideration. 

In a 1985 book FLYING A FLOATPLANE, 
the author states, "Seaplanes are noisy 
by their very nature. ,.[T]hey require 
the maximum available horsepower from 
their engines in order to get off the 
water, and since horsepower is a function 
of rpm, long, flat-pitch propellers are 
used to allow the engine to spool right 
up to its redline speed. The noise you 
hear as a seaplane takes off is not the 
sound of the engine, but the howl of 
that long, flat prop as the tips of its 
propeller approach the speed of sound, 
and it is this noise that waterfront 
residents find so objectionable. 

Fortunately, there are a couple of things you 
can do to reduce the noise..."
